“Under our new ‘daily interest’ 
plan, savere will be paid interest at 
the rate of 3 per cent from the date 
of deposit to the date of withdraw¬ 
al, providing that a required bal¬ 
ance of $10 is maintained in the 
savings account at the end of the 
quarter,” Mr. Seal's said. 

“We will be paying interest for 
us many days as the money re¬ 
mains in the savings account. The 
interest will be computed on the

Gentlemen: 

This is my final,annual report as Chief of the Agawam Pohc 
Department. 

Throughout my thirty years of service in the department 
twelve of which I was privileged to be the Chief, I have never once 
regretted my life-time work in behalf of law enforcement and good 
living in the Town of Agawam. Such has been my pleasant r-lr don- 
ship with the citizens of our community. 

To all the Boards of Selectmen and Police Commissioners for 
whom I have served during these years, and who so completely gave 
of their fullest cooperation, I extend my most sincere appreciation. 

To the thousands of Agawam residents who have also cooper¬ 
ated with the department under my responsibility as Chief, I value 
your friendship and now I join in being one of you in li'ir.g ir, our 
good Town. 

No annual report would be complete without stating at the out¬ 
set that all the members of the Agawam Police Department per¬ 
formed their duties during the past year in a manner that was be¬ 
fitting good police officers. Their dedicated service hns been good 
for the Town and 1 value the assistance they gave me in carrying 
out my duties and responsibilities. I also wish to acknowledge the 
assistance and the valuable equipment presented to the department 
by various businesses and industries. Their contributions have in¬ 
creased the effectiveness of our local law enforcement. 

During 1961, over llffO complaints were handled by the depart- 
and six fewer reportable accidents. In 1961 there were 127 viola¬ 
tions versus 289 in 1960. This, however, is not progress. These les¬ 
sened reported violations were caused manly because of the limited 
number of police officers who had to spend a greatly increased 
amount of time involved on the large increase in serious crimes. 
In 1961 there were ten cases of breaking and entering as against 
only two in 1960. Larcenies in 1961 totaled fifteen as against only 
nine in the previous yegr. Auto thefts also increased during the 
past year. An increase in serious crimes means automatically addi¬ 
tional time and work must be used by the present number- of offic¬ 
ers. Thus motor vehicle violations, as serious as they are, arc of 
necessity somewhat neglected. More officers will be needed to solve 
this important problem in safeguarding the people of our com¬ 
munity. 

Shoi-tage of time-per-man, per-duties-required now seems that 
our officers must start checking the current 660 business doors at 
eight o’clock every night to the neglect of needed traffic duty. 

During 1961, over 1100 complaints were handled by the depart¬ 
ment. This is approximately 100 more than during the previous 
year. 

Maximum Police Protection involves maximum maneuverabili¬ 
ty and mobility of our cruisers. It may be of interest to our citizens 
to know that our cruisers average 6,325 miles each month in the 
rounds of their local assignments. 

I am deeply concerned that the Agawam Police Department 
shall continue to be as completely equipped with the manpower and 
physical facilities in the years ahead as it has been during the past. 
I am confident however that our Town Officials will continue to 
provide the best of both manpower and equipment. I am also ery 
confident that my successor will do everything possible to continue 
the fine traditions that make Agawam a good place to work and 
live.

Father Louis Wm. Gagnier well deserved the title of the 
“Pioneer Church Builder of New England” for he built 12 churches 
ia five years. The last of these was St. Theresa’s, built in 1874 on 
land obtained from the Mittineague Paper Co., and situated at the 
corner of Bridge and Front Streets in North Agawam. 

The first French families came into this section about 1845 be¬ 
cause of the political unrest in Canada, and by 1860 a hundred fami¬ 
lies had settled. They were not entirely without a missionary to 
speak their own language for, from 1854 to 1873, they were visited 
at various times by Rev. PP. Cai-on, Garin, Dudelbut, Tuvcotte and 
LaVerdiere. None succeeded in establishing a permanent church 
until Father Gagnier came in 1873. 

Louis Wm. Gagnier was bom in the Province qf Quebec, studied 
at the seminary in Montreal and was ordained in 1855. After work¬ 
ing in Canada 13 years he was chosen by the Bishop of Monti-eal 
for a special mission to the United States. His first parishes were 
in Vermont and v there he built his first chui’ches. 

On coming to Springfield he held sex-vices at whatever place 
he could, a little white church at the corner of Willow and State 
St., the chapel of the Cathedral, public halls or private homes. The 
first mass for Agawam people was in Lenox Hall, Fi-ont Street, 
West Springfield. Wherever he went he “woke up people who were 
sleeping in their heai-ts”. He made people feel his enthusiasm and 
gave them coux-age. During the building of St. Joseph’s in Spx-ing- 
field he even encouraged the men by woi*king in the dust and mud 
of the excavation. Gi-adually he bi'ought groups together in the out¬ 
lying districts and built churches at Ware, Gilbertville, WaiTen, 
West Warx*en, Indian Orchard and North Agawam. He adminis¬ 
tered to this church in AgawaiP until 1883 when it was given its 
first resident pastor. 

Father Gagnier was a man of strong constitution but of small 
build, a familiar figure in worn black pants, Prince Albert coat and 
high hat, always with a cane in his hand—but never an umbrella. 
He took no thought for himself and was indiffex-ent to money, leav¬ 
ing fund raising to the business men of the parishes. He was re¬ 
markably even tempered, except on one subject. That was mixed 
marriages. The futility of trying to stop these unions would bring 
him to a state of bitter tears. 

He lived to see the success of his work, the many flourishing 
bi’anches of the tree he had planted, and many people still remem¬ 
ber “the bearded French priest of Springfield” who gave help to 
those in material need but who also gave, every day of the year, 
to all his people, love, sympathy, understanding and courage.

While we were talking to the bossman, we couldn’t help but 
think of a young man—a Swiss immigi’ant—who reached this land 
of oppoi’tunity only 11 years ago. 

This particular fellow had $180 and ambition when he landed 
in New York. He got a job as a waiter at the Waldoi-f-Astoria Ho¬ 
tel.

Stories and legends suiTound 
most of the modera ways of cele¬ 
brating Clmstmas—and spmetimes 
there is more than one version of a 
story—such as the stoiy of “Silent 
Night” and how the song came to 
be written. 

Joseph Mohr, village pi-iest of 
Hallein, Austria, wrote the words, 
and his organist wrote the music, 
probably adapted from a melody 
by Michael Haydn. On this point, 
most sources seepi to be agreed. 

What inspii’ed Father Mohr to 
write the woi’ds is another story— 
or another two stories. 

One version, say researchers for 
The Book of Knowledge, is that 
Father Mohr was called out into 
the snow on Chi-istmas Eve of 1818, 
to bless a newly boirn baby in the 
home of one of his poorest far- 
ishioners. 

He was so filled with the spirit 
of the season and the simple beauty 
of the mother and infant that when 
he returned to his study he wrote 
the poem, “Silent Night.” Before 
Christmas Day was over, his or¬ 
ganist had written the music. 

Other versions have it that the 
church organ had broken down 
(impaired by mice, one story says), 
and the people wei'e saddened be¬ 
cause there would be no music for 
Christmas Day. Shortly befoi’e 
Christinas, Father Mohr write his 
poem\nnd Organist Gruber the mu¬ 
sic. 

At midnight mass, the people 
sang “Silent Night”—with a guitar 
accompaniment.

’’What color is the blossom of the 
poinsettia plants?” Chances are, 
the answer will be, “Red, of course.” 

Actually, the red “blossoms” of 
the poinsettia are not the flower 
of the plant—they are the leaves.

A comparative newcomer to the 
traditional Yule greenery, the trop¬ 
ical poinsettia was discovered in 
Mexico in 1828, by Dr. Joel Rob¬ 
erts Poinsett, first U. S. minister 
to Mexico.

3. Write to colleges for infor¬ 
mation on these scholarships, since 
the colleges themselves award most 
scholarships. 

4. Check to see whether organ¬ 
izations to which you or your em¬ 
ployer belong offer scholarships. 

5. Review the various books or 
guides on scholarships available in 
the high school Guidance Office. 

6. Take the various scholarship 
qualifying tests offered at the 
school and, if necessary, the Col¬ 
lege Board Tests. 

7. Request, fill in, and return 
the necessary scholarship applica¬ 
tions. 

The second source of financial 
aid is loans. Many colleges have 
money which they will lend to stu¬ 
dents, particularly since funds from 
the National Defense Educational 
Act have become available. Stu¬ 
dents should apply for these loans 
from the college they wish to at¬ 
tend. Federal funds may be loaned 
to students on the basis of need in 
amounts up to $1000 per year, or a 
total of $5000. Repayment must be¬ 
gin one year after leaving school 
With a maximum of 10 years al¬ 
lowed for completing payments. In¬ 
terest will be charged, at 3 % per 
year, beginning one year after the 
student leaves school. Students who 
receive such loans and who become 
teachers are excused from repay¬ 
ing one tenth of their total amount 
each year that they teach in a pub¬ 
lic school, up to a total of five 
years. Students planning on going 
into the fields of science, mathe¬ 
matics, or education will be given 
preference in receiving the use of 
these funds. A student must dem¬ 
onstrate both financial and f ood 
college aptitude in order to receive 
a loan. 

Colleges also have additional 
loan funds, and other loans may be 
available through local banks, so 
it is important to investigate these 
possibilities, too. 

Of course, not every boy or girl 
with college aptitude can qualify 
for a scholarship. In that case,

The unaccustomed exertion of 
shoveling snow or pushing stalled 
cars out of the snow bank can work 
havoc with flabby muscles.

| a physiologist calculated the ener- 
i gy cost of shoveling snow with the 
usual 5 lb. shovel and his calcula¬ 
tions are literally breath-taking. 

Each shovel-full of fluffy snow 
weighs about four pounds. Shovel¬ 
ing ten loads per minute is equiva¬ 
lent to walking up three flights 
of stairs in the same period of 
i'time. Wet snow, which is even 
heavier, would make the job equi¬ 
valent to climbing to the seventh 
floor in one minute. No doubt 
about it, snow-shovelling is strenu¬ 
ous. There are other winter haz¬ 
ards too. 

For some men, portly to the side 
of obesity, just getting into and 
out of bulky' wraps can be strenu¬ 
ous.

Shellac 
will darken when kept in a once- 
opened can. 

Did you know — that by 

brushing over two or three 
coatings of shellac with a rout of 
clear varnish you can have a 
finish that has all the wearing 
quality and beauty of shellac 
plus the protection of varnish 
against alcohol stains, humidity 
and the like. 

Did you know that warped 
table leaves can be straight¬ 
ened? First, with a good semi- 
paste remover, strip the finish 
off the leaves. Dampen a small 

f iortion of your lawn. Lay the 
eaves on the ground, concave 
side up near the dampened area 
and pour hot water on them. 

Then flip them over so that 
the wet. concave sides are face 
down on the dampened earth 
and the sun can get at the dry.
